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Sir: 

The Office Action mailed January 28, 2008, requires 
correction, because it is incomprehensible as stated. 

It is stated that claims 7-17 and 20-22 are allowed, but 
then, some of these are rejected on page 4 as unpatentable over 
JP 2002-128583 in view of Sato. 

Then, on page 5, claims 10, 11 and 12 are rejected as 
unpatentable over JP 2002-128583 in view of Burdette. However, in 
the next line, claims 13 and 14 are discussed but not necessarily 
rejected; and at the bottom of page 6, claims 15 and 16 are 
discussed but not necessarily rejected. 

We cannot tell which claims are rejected and which 
claims are allowed. 
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A clear statement of the grounds for rejection and the 
claims that are believed to be allowable, is respectfully 
requested, with a new period for response.
